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APPENDIX 


Serial Number Lists 


The following serial numbers represent the approximate yearly serial range of Colt 
Model “O” automatic pistols, i.e., those pistols built on Government Model size receivers. 
These pistols include the Government Model, National Match, Models of 1911 and 1911A1, 
Super .38 and Super Match .38, Commander, Ace and Service Model Ace. Serial numbers 
of military Model 1911 and 1911A1 pistols have been excluded from these lists, as they are 
well documented in the author’s hardbound edition of Colt .45 Service Pistols. 

The dates indicate the year of manufacture, not shipping dates. The pistol could be 
shipped a few days after assembly or could be delayed for several months in rare instances. 
Factory letters do not list the date of assembly. The left column indicates the lowest serial 
number observed in the records, and the right column indicates the highest number. A few 
isolated pistols may fall outside of the designated limits. These serial numbers are adjusted 
to the nearest 10, except where exact numbers are established.

Production began in April 1931 and officially ended in July 1941, however, a small 
quantity of pistols were assembled from surplus prewar components in 1947. Total production 
amounted to approximately 10,745 pistols manufactured between April 1931 and May 1947, 
serial numbered from | to 10935.

Colt “Service Model Ace” 


Automatic Pistol, Caliber .22 
Serial Numbers SM 1 to SM 13803 


The Colt Service Model Ace incorporated a floating chamber invented by David M. 
“Carbine” Williams of Godwin, North Carolina. As designed, the floating chamber was 
forced rearward by gas pressure, quadrupling the normal recoil power of the caliber .22 
Long Rifle cartridge and adequately simulating the recoil action of the .45. The Service 
Model Ace represented a significant improvement over the earlier Ace, but both models were 
marketed simultaneously.

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Colt .22-.45 “Conversion Unit” 


Serial Numbers 1 to 2670 
(Convert caliber .45 to caliber .22) 


The increased recoil generated by the Williams Floating Chamber made possible the 
development of a .22-.45 Conversion Unit for converting Government Model and Nationa! 
Match pistols to caliber .22 Long Rifle. By simply exchanging the slide, barrel, and a few 
parts, a caliber .45 pistol quickly became a caliber .22. Each unit included a slide assembly, 
barrel with floating chamber, bushing, recoil spring, recoil spring guide and plug, ejector, 
slide stop, and magazine. The serial number was stamped on top of the slide forward of the 
rear sight. Colt first introduced these units at $34.00, while a complete Service Model Ace 
could be purchased for $60.00. The manufacture of .22-.45 Conversion Units was 
temporarily suspended in January 1943 at serial number U 1758. First and last assembly 
dates were as follows: 


Ul Assembled June 22, 1938 
U 1758 Assembled January 4, 1943 

Final production consisted of 405 units assembled during the month of October 1946, 
serial numbered from U 2001 to U 2670. First and last assembly dates were as follows: 


U 2001 Assembled October 17, 1946 
U 2670 Assembled October 26, 1946 (last serialed unit) 


Total production consisted of 2,149 serial numbered units manufactured between June 
1938 and October 1946, serial numbered from U 1 to U 2670. 

A new series began in October 1946. Among other changes, they were not serial 
numbered. (See page 74.) 


Colt .45-.22 “Conversion Unit” 


Serial Numbers 1 to 112 
(Convert caliber .22 to caliber .45) 


The .45-.22 conversion unit converted the caliber .22 Service Model Ace to a caliber 
.45 pistol. Each Unit included a Match Grade slide assembly equipped with a fixed front 
sight and either a fixed or Stevens adjustable rear sight, and with a selected Match barrel 
with bushing, recoil spring, recoil spring guide and plug, slide stop, and magazine. A total 
of 112 serial numbered units were manufactured from September 1938 through August 1940.
